Kingston. — (C.U.P.) — It was announced last Friday at 
Queens University that a meeting is projected for Friday to 
discuss the setting uplVS^Navkl Training Scheme at King- 
ston. The meeting will be composed of the University Military 
Board, Lieutenant A. W. Baker, the officer who has been 
largely responsible, for the establishment of 'these Naval 
Reserve Units, and Lieutenant H.' Webster of H.M.C.S. 
Cataraqui, Kingston. 

The outlines of the project stand as, follows: 

An University Naval Training Division will' be established at 
Queens next autumn. Men wIsHIng to Join Navy on graduation will 
be enlisted as ratings and exempted from inilltary call-up In the 
same manner as those who belong to the C.O.T.C. or, the U.A.T.C. 
They will take the same number of hours of training as the other 
two divisions, and in addition will undergo two weeks of training 
during the summer months at some coastal ^rt. 

Training Divided.; ' 

Although full details on the subjct have not yet been announced, 
it Is expected that the ratings will take some part of their training at 
the University and part of it on the. Cataraqui. The; instructors will 
be provided by the Divisional Headquarters, and somci/'member of 
the University staff will be recommended as Officer Commanding. A 
' three years training program is being worked ouL 

It has been proposed that men leaving the University this year 
be afforded the opportunity of Joining immediately, so that they may 
have the benefit of the experience when they enter the Navy upon 
graduation In the spring. , 

Nucleus Propeeed. 

It was further proposed that 25.sttidents,be permitted to Join 
this year so that they may form the nucteus.of . next year's division. 
These would take no training during the session, but would undergo 
the two weeks sunamer training mentioned above. If they are ac- 
cepted, they will have to break any ties they may have with the 
C.O.T.C. or U.A.T.C, and make any neceatary. arrangements with 
those tw9 groups. ' ' ' ^ . , . . . .

Ât Macdonald 

Philanthropist 
Donated Many 
McGill Buildings 

Macdonald College celebrated the 
birth-date, of , the man to whom it 
owes its existence last week. Sir 
William Macdonald, as well as es- 
tablishing the college at St. Anne 
de-Bellevue, was responsible for 
many of the buildings on the Mc- 
Gill. Campus. Herewith an account 
of his career: 

Sir William Christopher Macdon- 
ald' was bom in Glenaladale, 
Queen's County, Prince Edward 
Island, one hundred and .twelve 
years ago. He was the son of the 
Hon. Donald Macdonald and the 
grandson of the eighth chief of the 
Clan Macdonald of Glenaladale, 
Scotland. He was educated at the 
Central Academy in Charlottetown 
and after finishing . his academic 
training set out for Boston and 
there began his business career. He 
soon wandered to New York and 
later to Montreal as a commission 
merchant and ultimately entered 
the tobacco business, although ho 
never smoked himself bUt despised 
the "filthy weed." 

Sir William's good Scotch back- 
ground proved its worth and he 
amassed a considerable fortune.

<TIIE iliML AGAINST MRS: HADLEY" 
. . AT THE CAPITOL 

Few motion pictures reflect real and lasting 
credit on tho producing studio or on the Indus- 
try as a whole; but "The War Against Mrs. 
Hadley" scores for MGM a triumph based not 
on spectacular appeal but on timely and time- 
less sagacity. It Is a moving, vivid study ol 
the honesty and sincerity o( isolationism; for 
it pierces the outer shell of political non-inter- 
vention to strike forcefully at the basic, most 
Implacable of all isolationists— the mothers of 
the youths on whom the weight of fighting 
f aUs. 

Mrs. Hadlcy is a Washington widow whose 
ample means have long maintained an attrac> 
tlve, spirited daughter and a son who bears 
no sense of rcsponslbihty towards his semi- 
sinecure in the War Department. The tragedy 
of Pearl Harbour disrupts her birthday cele- 
bration and brings the war directly into con- 
flict with every emotion of her strong-willed 
character: for suddenly she finds her son sent 
off to battle and her daughter married to an 
air*corps sergeant whose family are far re- 
moved from her own lofty social plane. It is 
In the development in this woman of a con- 
sciousness that the ideals for which her son 
has become proud to fight arc of far greater 
moment than her own maternal emotions, that 
the picture reaches a dramatic height of im- 
pressive Intensity. 

Fay Baii^^tolngs to the title role a mag- 
niflccnt interpretation. Here is a study of a 
woman ot good culture and acute social con- 
sciousness, a firmly cast character lacking tho 
himianity of graclousness and wont ovcrlong to 
bear a grudge, and a mother of the old school 
holding fast to the concept of filial duty and 
her right to govern her children's lives. 'Miss 
Baintcr gives sharp definition to every facet, 
changing subtly detail by detail as her phil- 
osophy is displaced and remolded by the heat 
of emotional conflict. 

Edward Arnold plays her suitor, a major 
official In the War Department, with an ad- 
mirable simplicity which bears extreme effec- 
tiveness; this would seem his best rq^c since 
Daniel Webster in the brilliant "All That 
Money Can Buy." Richard Ney plays son to 
Mrs. Hadlcy as he did to Mrs. Miniver, ànd 
very .well indeed. Jean Rogers ai the daugh; 
ter and Van Johnson as the sergeant make as 
attractive and well-drawn a couple as the 
screen has seen In a long time. Halilwell 
Hobbcs is refreshingly excellent as the butler, 
and Sara Allgood contributes warm Irish com- 
monscnse with^/^&er')?/ customary capability. 
Spring Byington would be less boring were 
tho local air less saturated with 'moron' anec- 
dotes; the fault is not hers. 

The added attraction bears the repulsive 
title of "Laugh Your Blues Away," but reveals 
uncommon hilarity in the person of Bert Gor 
don (the Mad Russian) and appealing perform' 
ances by Isobel Elsom and delectable Jinx 
Falkcnburg. The script Is less trite than most, 
and the unique Mr. Gordon is at his best. Argu 
ments may rage on the merits and misfortunes 
of the double bill, but bo it said that just now 
thé Capitol has a rattling good one.

An AppreeUtlon of Lincoln on His lUth 
Birthday Aiuilveraery

Abraham Lincoln has been extolled for his 
many virtues and characfer, but few, If any, 
have praised him adequately, or at all, for one 
of his jgrcatest mystic quailUcs, namely, LiU' 
coin, as an Inspirer of men and women through' 
out the world. 

In his lifetime lincoln was as much hated 
as he was loved, but he did not know why he 
should be hated, and he was humble and con- 
trite enough not to care to know why he was 
loved. His mannerisms and humorous sallies, 
his executive and military orders whilst PresI 
dent of the United States, his civilian and 
domestic sides, his political and spiritual pon 
derabléi, his chats and orations, his layman's 
and professional life, all thast .and many more 
have t>een touched upon and written upon by 
eminent writers and conunentatort. Though 
vast libraries of Lihcolniana now form the 
story for ages to come of Lincoln, much yet 
remains to be said and written. 

We have been told about the many and 
varied influences that went to make up his 
character and his career, and the big part play- 
ed in his life by thè conslderateness of his step- 
mother Sarah Bush Johnston Llncohu Her en- 
couragement helped to ioake a real man of him. 
It was, however, the climate of the expanding 
Nation and of the pioneer American way of 
life, as well as his persistent curlosity.'power. 
of observation, and his unquenchable will to 
self-educate > himself for bigger and better 
things of the unknown to-n>ofrbws, that made 
him what he was, and became— the sacred am- 
bition of ever American lad— the President of 
the United States. 

Having said this and thus haying , paid a 
tribute to ' Lincohi, there remains to ' be said 
that which we set otit to say about this titanic 
figure of history. 

The hidden powers of Lincoln were such as 
In his day he inspired his generals, after many' 
experiments, to give the Nation victories under 
Sherman and Grant, and thus save the Unity 
of the United States; and he inspired, in 
large measure, his political successors to give, 
(whatever mercy and magnanimity there was), 
to the Southern Confederacy a "welcome home" 
to the prodigal tons which 'Lincoln had to' 
tended to be free from rancour, violence, vcn' 
geance or hardships. But hit characteristics 
did more. They inspired writers, est«yi|ts, 
poets, architects, historians, photographersi 
painters, etchers, sculptors, philotophcrt, der' 
gymen, political leaders, Joutnaliitt, and .the 
forgotten man. iM'Àv^i^: 

There It no denying that' Unooln w«t to 
many, and still Is to some, an énigmi, a para 
dox, and even a miracle: but he was GREA"!. 
There it no denytog, also, that somehow hit 
greatnèss was a composite of the geniuses of a 
Joseph, a Moses, Joshua,. David and Ezra,— yes, 
and of a Je5Usiot|tfaA.:^ pages; and In 

that com'posl\|èf[thm|ênt«:éd thé additional 
spirits of AristoUê; Aristldes, Socrates, Charle 
magnc, Cromwell, Menasseh ben Israel, Luther, 
Swedenborg, Loyola, Bunyan, Washington, and 
Wellington of ex-Blbllcal annals. It was all 
this to him that inspired others. One cannot, 
of course point to paragraph and phrase, but 
the psychological element it patently there for 
him who cares to seek and find. It was all 
this, with its implications,. that others strove to 
emulate, and did emulate. In vaiytog degrees of 
success and achieveméntj^So,that!toi.all wâlkt 
of life, in guarded or uhguHdeà' moments, ach 
and women, and boys and girls, to many lands, 
openly .or Inwardly, felt compelled to know 
and 'to be spell-boimd by the stoty and thé 
tragedy of Lincoln. Each became one of hit 
countlest apostles committed to the tocettant 
battle for the enthronement of Justice, Rlght- 
eoutnest, Mercy and lïeëdoin in the interna- 
tional democratic world. They did to, and are 
still dotog to, because, to lue the words of 
Rudyard Kipling in his lines to thé grèàtnett of 
Lord Roberts, and to apply these wbrdt, in 
turn, to Abraham Lincoln, becauie Lincoln 
was: • 

"Clean, simple, valiant, wèU-béloved, 

Flawless in faith and fame; . 
Whom neither ease nor honors moved 
' A hair's bieadth tram his aim." ., 

Let us all, therefore,' ao mattar how humble 
or august we may happen to>be, or 'what phil- 
osophy of life, ethical or spiritual, wi follciw 
and cherish, take off our hats in sincere rêver: 
cncé to Lincoto, the inspirer, and voW,' tlîat 
like in his day, so In ours, slavery and iirlfe, 
tyranny and wrong, ihall dltappiw, ànd Txhi^ 
dom ahd'^t^ice, Uberty and Right for all mini 
kind, (thé tollert' ot brain 'ahd l^awnO.'-^àll 
ï>revall, . / 



GOSSIP THAT LEADS TO THE 
HIGH ROAD OF TRAGEDY. 
In this week's series, the Canadi 
an , Column ot the Rumor Clinic, 
finds a particular need to deal with 
rumors and misunderstanding re 
garding "lay-offs" that seem to have 
sprung up In our own camp. 

War workers who form a potent 
part in Canada's defence program 
should be warned against playing 
Into the Axis game by careless talk 
of production and lay-offs, a game 
In which the enemy fits together 
tLe bits and piecei of gossip, glean 
tog knowledge not only of our ac 
tivUiet/'^but "sore spots" on the 
home front. Such gossip can lead 
to the high road of tragedy. 

War is change, and therefore pro 
ductlon and non-productldn In our 
munition plants ^miist [change too, 
according to.requlrements. Hon. C. 
H. Howe, Minister of Munitions and 
Supply, . récently made an open 
statement' to war workers and the 
public, in an endeavour to clear up 
distorted ideas of lay-offs in munt 
tions plants, and at the same time 
revealing steps taken to minimize 
the effects of lay-offs. 

Across the border, the Chief ot 
Ordnance at Washington, Major 
General L. H. Campbell, directed a 
letter through the U.S. war plajits 
16 men and women of production 
Itoes, from which wo quote: 

'■War as you know is fluid. Be' 
qulrements of the armed forces 
change with change of situation. 
Requirements change as an army 
goes from the defensive to offensive 
operations. Strategy may dictate 
that every effort be made to pro 
duce ships at expense of guns, 
planes at expense of tanks, or tanks 
at expense of ammunition. When 
an order from the War Production 
Board to slow up work immediate- 
ly on some particular order and 
speed up work on another, it is for 
above reasons. It is sometimes hard 
to underatand tuch rapid changes, 
but all should do them with a co 
optative spirit to order to assist 
the war program."

RUMOR: "What is the use of go 
ing into munitions when plants are 
laying off workers in droves." 

FACT: Hon. C. D. Howe, Minister 
of Munitions and Supply: "Where a 
program has to be curtailed because 
of changed war requirements, it 
may be necessary for a certain pro 
portion of the employees to be laid 
off. It does not follow, however, 
that lay-offt arc gotog to be wide 
spread. On the contrary, the ntmi- 
ber of persons employed ' in war 
production is constantly Increasing. 
The continually changing require 
ments of modem warfare mako 
necessary, from time to time.

Tht answer to this one, the fore- 
man usually knows his business and 
'slowing up" may avoid lay-offs: 

RUMOR: "Women In munitions 
arc frequently told to "slow up" 
work, which teems a waste of laboi 
and money." 

FACT: Hon. C. D. Howe. Minister 
of Munitions and Supply: "The peo- 
ple of Canada may -rest assurée 
labor will not be wasted." Th».< 
situation may be due to a lag tn 
requirements and possible transfer- 
cnce of workers to another plant 
urgently requiring help, as explain- 
cd by Mr. Howe: "to order to mini 
mize tlio effects of lay offs, I havo 
Instructed all war contractors, whe- 
ther Government owned companici, 
or private contractors, to advise^hii 
department to advance of prospec- 
tive lay-offs.. Contractors have also 
been Instrucled to take their em- 
ployees Into their confidence and 
discuss the problem with them be- 
forehand, in order that they may 
understand the situation." 

"Further, we have arranged with 
the Department of Labor and Na- 
tional Selectlvé Service for the set- 
ting up of machinery which will ar- 
range for the orderly transfer of 
persons laid cit, to other war and 
essential indtistrics, as required 
This machtoery is now functiortog. 

I '■Bj^SâïiS^ already ar- 
ranged lîf'ailiumberô^caW, trans, 
fcrcnce of workers from plants 
where curtailment has occurred, to 
plants where labor is required.'

On Saturday afternoon, this writ- 
er, with the acquaininncc of Branch 
Rickey, Brooklyn overlord, still 
fresh In his memory, .stumbled into 
the hotel room ot John MacDonald, 
newly appointed general manager, 
publicity director, and travelling 
secretary of the Montreal Baseball 
Club and gathercti some anecdotes 
lor the forthcoming campaign. 

The purpose ol his visit was the 
announcement of Fresco Thompson 
as the new manager of the Mont- 
rcalj|Ro)rais:for 1043. Thompson, will 
be rcmcmfacred by Montreal fans as 
the scrappy infielder of, the 1935 
championship team of which he wai 
also captain. Since then he had 
managed the Reading Club of the 
N.Y.P. League but not with very 
much success. ; From here he be- 
can}e a member of the front office 
executive of the Brooklyn organ- 
ization. 

MacDonald stated that Fresco will 
have no soft berth. He also added 
that managers will be called upon 
to display more ingenuity than [ft 
any season for many years.
